be estimated liberally at around 
3,750,000. 

But if the 
reached, production for 
this year must hold around the 
current levels. To reach that fig- 
ure, the output in the final four 
months of the year must amount 
to 915,000 or 
month. Whether the production 
will remain sufficiently high to ac- 
count for such an average is a dif- 
ficult question to answer because 
of general business conditions. 
While at this time last year it was 
possible to judge the production for 
the rest’ of the year with certainty, 
it is not possible to do so at this 
time. Only a sudden quickening 
of demand can put the output above 
3,750,000. 

An output this year of 3,750,000 
would compare with 5,621,000 in 1929 
and represent a decline of 33 per 
cent. The falling off in the first 
seven months of this year was 33 
per cent., but the heavy drop in 
August resulted in a drop of 36 per 
cent. for the first eight months. It 
is very probable, however, that the 
decline from last year will not be so 
severe in the remaining months of 
the year because of the drastic cur- 
tailment in the final months of 
1929. In which case the falling off 
for the year may again be cut down 
te 33 per cent. 


The output in 1927 was 3,580,000 
and in 1924, 3,737,786. Thus it is 
entirely possible that the produc- 
tion this year will drop below that 
of 1924 and exceed that of 1927 by 
Only a slight margin. 

Production in the United States 
alone this year will likely exceed 
3,500,000, as compared with 5,358,- 
000 in 1929, with Canadian plants 
accounting for around 160,000, as 
compared with 263,295 last year. 

Production of passenger cars this 
year seems likely to top 3,000,000 by 
a good margin, as compared with 
4,794,898 in 1929, while the output 
of commercial cars is being esti- 
mated at around 575,000, as against 
826,000 in the preceding year.

IN. J. TRADE GROUP HEAD 
OPPOSES SPEED LIMITING 
BY MECHANICAL MEANS 


Newark, N. J., Sept. 24—In a 
letter to the automotive industry, 
Edward J. Foley, Chevrolet dealer, 
president of the Newark Automo- 
bile Trade Association, commends 
the stand taken recently by Motor 
Vehicle Commissioner Hoffman 
against the speed limitations of 
motor cars by mechanical means 
and agrees that speed alone is not 


responsible for many of the acci- 
dents. 
“What is needed,” says Mr. Foley. 


“is not only more courtesy among 
the drivers, but more carefulness 
among pedestrians, and this means 
more education of both drivers and 
walkers. 

“A comparative table prepared by 
the dean of economics of one of the 
Western college shows that even the 
drivers’ examination law does not 
prevent accidents. In fact, some 
states that do not require such ex- 
aminations have much lower acci- 
dent records than do states requir- 
ing examinations. Legislation re- 
quiring» examinations’ will not 
eliminate men who drive while in- 
toxicated, nor the careless and neg- 
ligent operator, nor the careless and 
negligent pedestrian. 

“Build more, wider and better city 
streets and country highways; pro- 
vide for grade separations at dan- 
highway and railroad in- 
tersections—and most of the natural 
defects of driving would be removed. 
Then, with educational campaigns, 
safety drives and law enforcement 
continually carried on, the death 
and accident rate would be materi- 
ally reduced.” 


NEW DRIVER’S LICENSE 
LAW FOR SOUTH CAROLINA 


Columbia, S. C., Sept. 24.—South 
Carolina's new auto driver's license 
and state highway patrol take ef- 
fect October 1. After that date 
every person driving a car in the 
state must have a license from the 
State. After that date also the state 
patrol begins the enforcement of 
state highway traffic laws. 

The law was passed by the 1930 
Legislature. The fee for the driver's 
license 
is good until June 30, 1933, unless 
suspended or revoked. 

The state's patrol will number ap- 
proximately seventy-five men and 


will enforce the driver's license law. '
